The  delegates  coraposing  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina,  met  according  to  previous  appointment  in  the 
Baptist  Church  in  Fayetteville  at  3  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  former  President,  Elder  James  McDaniel,  took  the  chair 
and  after  singing,  reading  the  Scriptures,  and  a  short  but  appro- 
priate and  feeling  address,  prayer  was  offered  by  Elder  T.  W. 
Tobey. 

Elder  A.  McDowell  was  requested  to  act  as  Secretary,  and 
the  Convention  proceeded  to  organize  by  em  oiling  the  names  of 
delegates.

The  Convention  then  adjourned  with  prayer  by  Elder  J.  L.

Friday,  Oct.  13th,  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Convention  met,  and,  after  reading  the  Scriptures  and 
singing,  piayer  was  offered  by  Elder  L.  F.  Williams. 

The  names  of  delegates  enrolled  the  previous  evening  were 
called. 

A  committee,  consisting  of  Brethren  S.  J.  Wheeler  and  Mal- 
com  Blount,  was  appointed  to  complete  tl^  list  of  delegates. 


The  invitation  to  visiting  brethren  was  renewed ;  when  the 
name  of  Elder  A.  C,  Dayton,  of  Tenn.,  Corresponding  Secretary 
of  the  Bible  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  was  an- 
nounced, and  he  was  welcomed  to  a  seat  with  the  Convention. 

The  Convention  then  went  into  the  election  of  President  and 
Recording  Secretary.  Elder  James  McDaniel,  for  several  years 
the  presiding  officer  of  the  body,  made  known  his  intention 
to  decline  a  re-election.  At  the  iirgent  solicitation  of  the  breth- 
ren, however,  he  consented  to  withdraw  his  declinature.  Where- 
upon he  was  re-elected  President,  and  A.  McDowell  was  chosen 
Secretary. 

A  committee,  consisting  of  Elders  W.  T.  Walters,  T.  W. 
Tobey  and  brother  S.  S.  Biddle,  was  appointed  to  nominate  the 
other  officers  of  the  Convention  and  a  Board  of  Managers. 

The  Committee  of  Arrangements,  through  their  chairman, 
Elder  T.  AY.  Tobey,  reported  the  order  of  business,  which,  on  mo- 
tion, was  adopted. 

The  constitution  and  rules  of  order  were  read. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was  then  called  for,  and, 
by  recjuest,  read  by  Elder  Aaron  Jones. 

The  report,  after  some  discussion,  was,  on  motion,  received ; 
and  by  a  second  motion  directed  to  be  printed  with  the  minutes. 

Convention  then  adjourned  with  prayer  by  Elder  G.  F.  H. 
Crockett. 

Friday,  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Convention  met  and  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Elder 
Amos  Weaver. 

A  communication  from  the  Union  Association,  including  a  re- 
port of  the  labor  performed  and  the  money  expended  within 
their  bounds  for  missionary  pui-poses,  was  read  and  ordered  to 
be  printed  with  the  minutes. 

A  committee,  consisting  of  brethren  S.  S.  Biddle,  J.  C.  Steven- 
son and  D.  S.  Williams,  was  appointed  to  make  arrangements 
for  holding  mass  meetings  on  the  subjects  of  Home  Missions, 
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Foreign  Missions  and  Education.    Agreed  to  hold  a  meeting  this 
evening  on  Home  Missions. 

Adjourned  till  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morning.  Prayer  by  Elder 
J.  S.  Purify. 

Friday,  1  o'clock,  P.  M. 
A  mass  meeting  was  held  on  the  subject  of  Home  Missions, 
when  a  large  and  attentive  audience  was  addressed  by  Elders  R. 
H.  Griffith,  E.  Dodson  and  J.  L,  Pritchard,  and  a  collection  taken 
up  amounting  to  $151  50. 

Saturday,  Oct.  14th,  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 
Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.     Prayer  was  offer- 
ed by  Elder  J.  J.  James. 

The  President  tendered  to  the  Convention  the  use,  during  their 
session,  of  the  Odd  Fellow's  Hall ;  the  Presbyterian,  Methodist 
Episcopal  and  Methodist  Protestant  churches.  All  of  which 
were  accepted  and  the  thanks  of  the  body  returned. 

He  also  presented  a  package  of  the  "  North  Carolinian,"  which 
was  likewise  accepted  and  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  returned 
to  the  Editor.

On  motion  of  Elder  T.  W.  Tobey,  the  Secretary  was  authorized 
to  have  one  thousand  copies  of  the  minutes  published  ;  and  he 
was  allowed  twenty-five  dollars  for  his  services  as  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Elder  J.  S.  Purify,  it  was  agreed  to  chanrre  the 
time  pf  holding  the  Convention  to  Thursday  before  the  second 
Suodi^  in  November.    The  appointment  of  the  place  for  hold- 
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jng  the  next  Convention  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

On  motion  the  Convention  called  oft'  until  3  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  Convention  met ;  prayer  offered  by  Elder  J.  C.  Averitt. 

The  Recording  Secretary  being  absent,  Dr.  S.  J.  Wheeler  was 
requested  to  fill  his  place. 

The  report  on  Periodicals  was  taken  up,  and  after  some  remarks 
adopted. 

The  Convention  took  a  recess  to  allow  the  formation  of  a 
church  extension  Society.  For  proceedings  see  appendix,  letter  E. 

The  Convention  resumed  business.  Committee  to  nominate 
preachers  for  the  next  Convention  reported  as  follows — to  preach 
the  introductory  sermon  Elder  Amos  Weaver,  Elder  W.  T. 
Brooks  alternate — missionary  sermon  Elder  R.  11.  Griffith,  Elder 
W.  T.  Walters  alternate ;  valedictory  sermon  Elder  James  Mc- 
Daniel,  Elder  W.  H.  Jordan  alternate.  The  following  resolution 
was  oftered  and  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  our  next  session  commence  on  Wednesday  be- 
fore the  2nd  Sunday  in  November,  1855,  at  3  o'clock  P.  M., 
instead  of  Thursday  as  before  agreed. 

Committee  on  Special  Changes  not  being  ready  to  report, 
were  allowed  further  time  and  instructed  to  hand  their  report  to 
the  Secretary  in  time  to  be  published  with  the  minutes. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  the  citizens  of  Fayetteville  for 
their  hospitality,  to  pastors  of  churches  for  the  use  of  their  houses 
of  worship — to  Rail  Road  and  Plank  Road  companies  and  steam- 
boat proprietors,  for  iheir  courtesy  in  transmitting  delegates  at 
reduced  rates. 

Committee  on  Finance  presented  their  report  which  was 
adopted.     See  letter  G. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  and  adopted : 

Whereas,  We  understand  that  our  brother  Dr.  S.  J.  Wheeler 
of  Murfreesboro'  has  it  in  contemplation  to  publish  a  history  of 
the  Convention,  to  be  compiled  from  the  minutes  of  the  body 
from  its  formation  to  the  present  time ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  highly  approve  of  the  enterprise,  and  most 
heartily  commend  it  to  the  patronage  of  our  churches  and  breth- 
ren throuo-hout  the  State. 
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Committee  on  Indian  Missions  presented  their  report,  which  on 
motion  was  adopted. 

Remaining  business  referred  to  the  Board  of  Managers.

The  closing  sermon  was  preached   by  Elder  A.  C.  Dayton  of 
Tennessee,  and  after  appropriate  and  affecting  exercises  the  Con- 
vention adjourned  to  the  time  and  place  of  their  next  meeting.

RKPORT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON    CHURCH    EXTENSION. 

The  hopelessness  of  effecting  permanent  good  in  our  towns 
and  villages  without  a  church  edifice,  has  detered  many  from 
making  an  effort.  But  let  a  foundation  be  secured,  a  house 
provided,  and  soon  a  rallying  point  is  found,  around  which  our 
elements  gather ;  a  church  is  formed,  and  good  is  accomplished. 
But  where,  perhaps,  there  are  to  be  found  a  few  feeble  membei-s, 
liow  is  the  work  to  be  accomplished  ?  The  plan  of  church  ex- 
tension comes  to  our  aid. 

Your  committee  propose  the  organization  of  a  church  exten- 
i*ion  society,  which  shall  hold  its  annual  session  on  Saturday  af- 
ternoon during  the  session  of  the  Convention,  when  it  shall  choose 
an  executive  board  of  six  members,  three  of  whom  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum.  It  shall  at  the  same  time  elect  its  officers  and 
take  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty, 
who  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  society.  It  shall  be 
their  duty  to  collect  funds,  either  by  appeals  to  the  churches 
through  circulars  or  by  agents,  and  to  hold  them  for  the  benefit 
of  those  towns  in  which  it  may  be  deemed  advisable  to  build 
churches.  The  plan  on  which  loans  may  be  made,  will  be  on 
condition  that  the  applicants  for  aid  raise  an  amount  equal  to  the 
amount  asked  of  the  society,  for  which  loan  bond  and  security 
shall  be  required  of  the  applicants,  the  property  to  be  held  by 
the  Treasurer  of  Church  Extension  Society  as  tinistee,  until  the 
bond  and  interest  thereon  be  refunded  to  the  society. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  steps  be  immediately  taken 
to  raise  a  fund,  and  that  the  first  $1000  be  appropriated  to  the 
town  of  Salisbury,  provided  the  citizens  of  that  place  apply  upon 
the  terms  above  stated.

BAPTIST  CHURCH  EXTENSION  SOCIKTY  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

At  a  meeting  held  in  the  lecture  room  of  the  Ixiplist  Church 
in  Fayetteville,  N.  C,  on  Monday  afternoon,  IGili  Oct.  1854 — 
Elder  W.  n.  Jordan  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and  S.  J.  Wheeler 
chosen  Secretary.  On  motion,  a  Cominiitee  was  appoinied  to 
drai't  a  Constitution  for  the  aduption  of  this  Society. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  constitution  which  wa» 
adopted : 

COKSTITUTION   OF    THE    BAPTIST    CHURCH    EXTENSION    SOCIETY    OT 
NORTH    CAROLINA. 

Article  1.  This  society  shnll  be  called  the  Baptist  Church 
Extension  Society  of  North  C- rolina. 

Art.  2.  The  ol'ject  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  aid  in  the  erec- 
tion of  Church  editices  at  such  places  as  may  be  deemtd  advisable. 

Art.  3.  The  officers  of  this  society  shall  be  a  President,  Vice 
President,  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
and  besides  whom  there  shall  be  annually  elected  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business.  The  Board  shall  be  located  at  Mnrfree.^boro' — 
they  shall  adopt  By-Laws  for  their  own  government.  The  Trea- 
eurer  shall  give  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties.  Person^s  applying  for  aid  from  the  Board  shall  give 
bond  and  security  for  the  ultimate  return  of  the  amount  loaned 
and  interest  thereon,  together  with  a  lien  on  the  property  to  tho 
Treasurer  in  trust  for  the  board — and  raise  the  same  amount 
themselves  for  the  erection  of  a  church,  that  is  asked  of  this 
board,  and  in  no  case  shall  a  loan  be  made  without  the  title  to 
tbe  land  be  indisputable. 
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Art.  4.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by 
the  payment  of  §1  annually,  or  a  life  member  l>y  the  payment  of 
$10,  or  a  life  director  by  ll.e  payment  of  $25 — eac:i  chnrcb  or 
society  mav  be  untitled  to  one  delegate  on  the  payment  of  §5. 

Akt.  5.  The  annual  meetings  of  this  society  shall  be  held  on 
Friday  afternoon  during  the  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist Siate  Convention,  when  the  officers  and  board  shall  be  chosen, 
and  when  the  board  shall  report  their  proceedings  in  the  interim. 

Art.  G.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing by  a  vote  ot  iwo-ihirds  of  the  members  present. 

Jl  was  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Society  be 
located  at  Murfieesboro'.  The  following  persons  were  then  elect- 
ed members  of  the  board  of  trustees  :  Dr.  G.  C.  Moore,  President, 
Wni.  U.  Jordan  and  S.  S.  Biddle,  Vice  Presidents— S.  J.  Wheel- 
er, Cor.  and  Recording  Secretary.  A.  J.  Spivey,  Q.  II.  Trotman, 
Jos.  Delk,  B.  A.  Spires,  R.  H.  Land,  H.  Lennon,  P.  S.  Henson, 
J.  H.  Lassiter,  W.  W. Mitchell,  CD.  Ellis,  J.  C.  Stevenson,  Benj. 
Oliver.  J.  McDaniel,  P.  F.  Pescud,  Amos  Weaver,  E  ias  Dodson, 
B.  J.  Hackney,  T.  W.  Tobey,  W.  J.  Blackwood. 

Rev.  James  S.  Purify,  of  Forestville,  was  elected  Treasurer. 

J.  J.  James,  P.  F.  Pescud,  and  S.  J.  Wheeler,  were  appointed 
a  Committee  to  memorialize  the  next  Legislature  for  an  act  incor- 
poratii)g  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  Treasurer  was  instructed 
to  give  receipts  to  the  President  for  monies  paid  into  his  hands 
at  this  meeting,  and  execute  bond  and  security  to  the  amount  of 
$5000  payable  to  the  President  of  this  Society,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  duly. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  instructed  to  meet  on  the 
first  Saturday  in  November  next,  in  Murfreesboro' for  the  transac- 
tion of  business. 

It  was  ordered  that  these  proceedings  be  printed  with  the 
minutes  of  the  Couvention,  and  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to 
pay  for  the  same.

COMMITTEE    ON    SPECIAL    CHANGES. 

Your  committeo,  in  presenting  this  report  feel  it  their  high 
privilege  to  acknowledge  the  protecting  hand  of  Divine  Provi- 
dence over  the  members  of  this  Con\enlion  during  the  past  year. 
While  an  unusual  amount  of  sickness  and  death  have  prevailed 
in  different  parts  of  the  State,  the  lives  of  all  the  members  of  this 
body,  with  a  single  exception,  have  been  spared.  It  is  now  tho 
painful  duty  of  your  committee  to  record  that  exception,  in  the 
death  of  our  beloved  and  now  lamented  brother,  N.  J.  P;dmer, 
for  some  yenrs  past  tlie  Secret;iry  of  this  body.  His  demiso  oc- 
curred on  the  7th  inst.  at  his  own  residence  near  Milton,  and  re- 
sulted from  a  congestive  chill,  which  resisted  all  me  licaltieat- 
ment.  Your  committee  are  at  a  loss  for  language  suitable  to  ex- 
press their  feelini>s  on  so  mournful  an  occasion.  The  member's 
of  this  body,  as  well  as  the  brethren  generally  throughout  tho 
State,  were  too  well  acquainted  with  our  departed  brother  for  it 
to  be  needful  to  refer,  in  this  report,  to  the  many  labors  which 
he  performed  and  the  sacrifices  which  he  made  to  promote  the 
cause  of  his  Divine  Lord. 

His  life,  for  the  last  20  years,  forms  a  prominent  feature  in  the 
history  of  the  Baptists  of  this  State  ;  and  should  their  history  ever 
be  written  his  name  and  "  works  of  faith  "  must  necessarily  be 
handed  down  to  future  generation*.  Among  the  numerous  char- 
acteristics which  adorned  the  life  of  brother  Palmer  and  made 
him  so  useful  as  a  christian  and  citizen,  may  be  mentioned  his 
great  activity  and  energy,  his  untiring  zeal  in  the  prosecution  of 
laudable  enterprises,  his  hospitality  and  kindness  to  his  friends, 
and  his  liberality  in  contributing  to  promote  the  welfare  of  hu- 
manity and  the  cau-e  of  true  religion.  As  a  christian,  it  was 
emphatically  liis  meat  and  drink  to  do  ihe  will  of  his  hi-averdy 
Father.  In  personal  labors  for  the  cause  of  Christ,  he  was  most 
abundant.  Ofien  when  eng.tged  in  the  dunes  ff  the  legal  pro- 
fession and  while  attending  Courts,  he  would  embrace  op])ortuni- 
ties  in  the  different  towns  that  he  visited  frum  time  to  time,  to 
stir  up  his  christian  brethren  and  to  excite  them  to  more  activity 
in  the  service  of  God.  His  labors  for  the  church  of  which  he 
was  a  member,  for  this  Convention  and  its  Board  of  Managers, 
for  Wake  Forest  College  and  for  Oxford  Fem;de  College,  are 
lasting  memorials  of  his  zeal  to  promote  the  cause  of  religion 
and  of  education. 

But  by  the  Hand  which  is  too  wise  to  err,  his  life  lias  been 
•uddenly  lerminated  before  he  had  attained  the  age  of  fifty,  and 
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Lis  labors  on  earth  forever  closed.  A  few  weeks  since  we  fondly 
antiiip  ited  meeting  liim  in  this  Convention,  and  lie  equally  ex- 
pected to  meet  again  with  us ;  but  when  assambled,  lii-*  cliair, 
whirl)  he  has  so  long  and  so  acce|>t;ibly  filled  a^  the  Secretary  of 
this  body,  is  found  vacant  and  another  is  called  to  fill  it.  A 
manuscript  i-  presented  to  the  Convention  in  liis  handwriting, 
the  last  document,  it  is  suppo-ed,  which  he  ever  prepared.  It  is 
the  Annual  Report  of  the  Hoard  of  Managers.  This  is  the  last  of 
his  lab  >rs  for  this  bodv  and  doses  his  work  for  the  church  below. 

lie  now  rests  from  all  his  labors — his  body  slumbers  peace- 
fully in  tho  silence  of  the  grave  and  his  spirit  has  fled  to  the  bo- 
som of  his  Saviour  and  God.  We  shall  look  no  more  upon  his 
benignant  countenance',  feel  no  more  the  brotherly  pressure  of  his 
hand,  nor  hear  again  his  cheering  voice  in  our  cliristian  coun- 
sels. But  if  we  are  faithful,  as  he  was  faithful,  we  shall  yet  see 
him  again.  When  by  the  voice  of  the  Archangel  and  the  trump 
of  God  the  slumbering  nations  of  earth  shall  be  waked,  then  shall 
we  Iiehold  again  our  departed  brother,  who  in  immitation  of  his 
Lord  went  aliout  in  this  world  doing  good,  high  in  the  ranks  of 
the  redeemed,  wearing  on  his  head  a  crown  of  glory  and  having 
in  his  hands  ()abns  of  victory.  "  Blessed  are  the  dead  that  die 
in  the  Lord,  ye%  siieth  the  Spirit,  tliey  rest  from  their  labors  and 
their  works  do  follow  them." 

Your  committee  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions : 

WHEnEAS.  It  has  pleased  an  All-wise  Providence,  to  remove  from 
his  earthly  labors,  within  a  few  days  past,  our  esleemed  and  beloved 
broiher.  N.  J.  I'almer,  for  many  years  an  active  and  useful  member 
of  this  Convention,  and  one  of  its  most  faithful  and  efficient  officers  j 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  in  this  mysterious  and  afflictive  dispensation  of  Di« 
vine  Provilence,  we.  the  inembersof  this  Convention,  feel  it  our  duty 
to  bow  in  humble  submission  lo  the  Hand  that  has  removed^from  our 
midst,  one  of  our  beloved  fellow  labo.ersin  the  kingdom  of  Christ. 

Resolved.  Tnat  we  a  e  deeply  sensible  of  tiie  great  loss  which  has 
been  sus'ained  in  the  death  of  hro.  Palmer,  not  only  by  this  Conven- 
tion, but  by  the  cause  of  the  Baptists  in  North  Caroolina. 

Resolved,  That  we  (emler  to  the  bereaved  family,  our  warmest 
sympathies,  in  their  great  affliciion  and  riepaiable  loss. 

REPORT    ON    INDIAN    MISSIONS. 

Your  committee  on  Indian  Mis  ions  beg  leave  to  report.  That 
they  estoi-m  the  Indian  Mission  cause  one  of  deep  and  st'rring 
interest,  that  it  commends  itself  to  the  attention  and  sympathiei 
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of  the  patriot  and  the  christian,  and  has  claims  on  the  confidence, 
prayers  and  contributions  of  tlie  whole  Anglo-Am  lican  people. 
In  view  of  the  fact>— that  tht-re  arc  said  to  be  20,000,000  of 
the  aborigines  in  North  and  South  America,  of  which  several 
millions  are  in  the  U.  S.  and  its  territories — upwards  of  100,000 
in  the  Indian  Teriiiory  immediately  on  our  Western  bordci — that 
they  all  have  souls  as  precious  as  those  of  foreign  heathi  n,  and 
■whicli  must  be  saved  or  lost  eternally — that  they  ki.ow  not  God — 
are  without  hope  for  the  next  world  or  comfort  in  this — that 
through  missionary  and  govermenial  etforls  in  our  own  country 
blest  of  the  Lord,  six  tribt^s,  including  some  GO, 000  Indians,  are 
denominated  civilized,  giving  unequivocal  evidence  of  their 
claims  to  be  so  considered,  and  many  of  ihem  are  our  christian 
brethren — that  several  other  tribt-s  are  gieatly  improved — that 
many  are  yet  without  teachers,  missionaries  and  the  l)ib!e,  and 
are  asking  and  begging  for  all  these,  but  cannot  b.-  Airnislud  for 
w;int  of  means — that  they  are  in  the  providence  of  God,  thrown 
in  almost  immediate  contact,  and  in  some  instances  mixing  with 
our  own  population,  are,  consequentlv,  part  and  parcel  of  the 
home  Tnission  interest — that  while  we  possess  and  are  comforta- 
ble in  their  fatherland,  the  homes  and  graves  of  tiieir  ancestors, 
they  are  driven  into  exile  in  the  wilderness  where  ihey  are  con- 
sumed by  drunkenness  and  want,  surrounded  by  destitution  and 
ex])osed  to  the  direst  calamities,  the  prin<;ipal  and  worst  part  of 
which  evils  has  bei'n  the  work  of  a  degraded  class  of  white  men 
who  were  governed  by  principles  from  a  woise  world  than  ours : 
we  say  in  view  of  these  and  many  other  f;icts,  of  which  we  have 
not  time  to  sj^eak,  we  are  greatly  astonished  that  we  have  been  so 
much  asleep  to,  and  have  not  felt  a  deeper  interest  in  their  con- 
dition, and  that  they  have  been  so  often  forgotten  in  our  syn)pa- 
thies,  preaching,  pravt-rs  and  alms.     Therefore, 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Indian  Mission  cause  is  entitled,  and  we 
commend  it  to  the  attention,  s\  mpathies,  prayei-s  and  contribu- 
tions of  the  patriot,  benevolent  and  christian  of  our  country. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  churches,  ministers 
and  friends  to  adopt  some  systematic  plan  of  co-operating  with  or 
assisting  those  noble  and  self-saciifiring  spiiits  who  are  devotedly

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

BOARD    OF    MANAGERS 


In  conformity  to  usage,  and  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina,  would  j  resent  the  following  as  their  twenty-fifth  annu- 
al report: 

After  ihe  lapse  of  a  quarter  of  a  century  since  the  organ'zation 
of  the  Convention,  the  Board  iiave  cause  of  regret  in  ihefacl  ihat 
it  is  not  in  iheir  power  to  comtnunicace  an  account  of  eidarg«d 
efforts  in  the  great  cause  of  Christian  benevolence  which  induced 
its  furrnation.  While,  therefore  it  lias  not  grown  and  extended 
its  operations  with  its  increa-cd  age  and  experience,  it  has  not 
been  williontits  salutary  and  strengthening  inriuence  in  the  pro- 
gress of  the  Baptist  dtriiomination  in  North  Carolina.  Churches 
and  Associations  have  been  built  up.  Schools  and  Colleges  estab- 
lished, an  educated  ministry  brought  into  existence.  Tiie  Home* 
atid  Foreign  Mission  cause  espjused  and  sustained,  and  the 
character,  bearing  and  influence  of  the  denomination  elevated,  so 
that  every  one  may  have  just  cause  of  gratification  in  being  call- 
ed a  BajHist,  and  may  look  forward  with  joyt'nl  antioipatii^n  to 
the  future  for  accomplishing,  under  the  b'e>sing  of  Almighty 
God,  still  more  noble  results  in  the  cause  of  his  Zion.  The  simi- 
larity and  adaptation  of  our  form  of  church  government  to  our 
Republican  Institution.  Our  strict  conformity  to  the  doi-trinea 
and  oidinsuices  of  the  Apostolic  church,  and  the  zeal  nifinitVsted 
in  the  cau-e  of  missions  and  education  which  now  chaiacteiize 
our  denomination,  gives  every  itidication  of  increased  success  and 
of  extended  influence.  We  have  cause  also  to  congratulate  the 
convention  in  the  haimony  and  christian  or  brotherly  feeling 
that  pervades  t''e  ministry  and  membership  of  our  chuiches. — 
The  increased  number  of  schools  and  colleges  that  are  e^tabli-hed 
under  the  influence  and  patronage  of  the  church,  together  with 
the  large  number  of  pupls  and  students  that  are  now  receiving 
their  e<lucation  nntainled  by  influences  at  war  with  our  doctrine* 
and  usa!:res.  No  Baptist  can  now  say  that  there  is  not  a  school 
at  which  he  can  have  his  son,  or  daughter  taught  in  all  of  the 
literary  as  well  as  ornamental  branches  of   a  finished  education, 
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and  with  this  advantage  and  privilege,  if  they  fail  properly  to 
Bustain  their  own  iiKsiitiuions,  tliey  are  wanting  in  self-res[>ect, 
and  acting  in  opposition  to  the  best  interest  of  ibeir  own  deuora- 
ination. 

The  Board  are  gratified  to  state,  that  ihrougliout  the  State  in- 
creased attention  is  i;iven  to  the  establishment  and  support  of 
Sabbath  schools,  and  that  a  large  number  of  superintendents  and 
teachers,  with  thousands  of  pupils  are,  every  Sibbath  engaged  in 
this  institution,  which  has  su  maiiifesily  proved  itseH  to  be  a  tow- 
er of  monil  and  conservative  influence,  and  under  the  blessing  of 
heaven,  the  main  nursery  of  the  church.  Increased  efforts  are 
being  made  to  supply  our  Sabbath  schools  with  suitable  books  of 
instructions  and  libiaries  ot  religious  knowledge  through  the 
medium  of  our  State  and  local  publication  societies,  and  the  sys- 
tem of  Colporteurage  to  operate  within  the  bound  of  each  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  Board  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  past  year  with  a  di- 
minished treasury,  <nid  not  free  from  the  responsibilities  of  the 
past,  they  have,  notwithstanding,  endeavored  to  supply  with  Mis- 
sionaries several  important  and  destitute  portions  of  the  State, 
but  thej"  regret  to  announce  that  notwithstanding,  appointments 
have  been  made  of  missionaries  with  increased  salaries,  to  meet 
with  the  advanced  expense  of  living,  such  has  been  the  destitu-  ■ 
tion  of  the  churches,  and  the  scarce  supply  of  ministers  that  they 
have  been  unable  to  supply  the  few  places  which  their  limited 
means  seemed  to  authorize.  While,  therefore,  they  have  not  ef- 
fected much  in  the  cause  of  domestic  mi^sions,  with  the  efforts  of 
their  general  agent,  they  have  been  enabled  to  raise  the  means 
to  relieve  the  Convention  from  debt,  and  they  trust,  with  the  an- 
ticipated receipts  at  the  jiresent  session,  the  Convention  will  be 
prepared  to  enlarge  its  missionary  operations  the  ensuing  year. 

DOMESTIC    MISSIONS. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
last  Conv.  ntion,  they  agreed  to  appio]>riate  fifty  dollars  to  ena- 
ble Richard  H,  Griffith,  a  missionary  of  'he  pa>t  year,  who  had 
taken  charge  of  several  churches  in  the  Western  bounds  of  the 
Cmveiition,  to  preach  at  Red  Plains,  Yadkin  count}',  one  Sab- 
bath and  S  iturday  in  each  month  His  report  exhibits  the  fact  * 
that  he  has  not  I'cen  w'thout  success  in  his  labors,  and  that  it  is 
fortunate  that  such  a  faithful  and  efficient  minister  has  settled  in 
that  region. 

At  tlip  same  time  the  Board  appropriated  a  like  amount  to  en- 
able Elder  A.  D.  Blackwood  to  preach  once  a  month  in  the  Bap- 
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list  churcli  in  the  town  of  Wadesborough ;  and  tlie  Board  regrei 
tbat  lliey  liavc  not  had  the  means  to  supply  a  competent  minis- 
ter to  hibor,  or  give  his  time  to  that  flourishing  town  and  its  im- 
mediaie  vicinity  during  the  whole  year. 

Upon  the  rccommend.Uion  of  the  Beulah  Association,  and  a 
pledge  fur  tiieir  support,  we  appointed  Elder  Elias  Dodson  and 
Stinceon  Ivey,  missionaries  to  preach  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Beulah  Associalion  for  twelve  months.  Tliey  liave  faithfully  per- 
formed their  duties,  and  their  labors  have  not  been  without  suc- 
cess. Two  new  churches,  built  up  mainly  throujuh  missionary 
effort,  were  admitted  into  ihe  Association  at  its  last  meeting, 
and  the  boaril  are  gratified  to  state  that  funds  were  sent  up  to 
tfce  late  session  of  that  body,  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  their 
salaries,  and  a  considerable  amount  raised  for  foreign  missions, 
as  well  as  provisions  made  for  the  support  of  a  colporteur  for  the 
ensuing  year.  Elders  Dodson  and  Ivey  are  again  recommended 
for  reappointment.  The  board  also  reappointed  Elder  J.  B.  Jack- 
son to  labor  a  part  of  his  time  in  Johnston  county,  and  agreed  to 
appropriate  one  liundred  dollars  towards  his  support.  As  yet 
they  have  had  no  report   of  the    results  of  his  mission. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  board,  held  in  Milton,  on  the  12ih  of  Nov, 
last,  brother  James  A.  M  "ore,  a  licentiate  of  the  Cross  Roads 
Church,  Va.,  was  appointed  a  missionary  to  travel  for  twelve 
months  within  the  bounds  of  Sandy  Creek  Association,  and  Elder 
J.  J.  Landdell,  of  Plymouth,  was  at  the  same  time  appointed  to 
preach  alternately  in  the  towns  of  Washington  and  Tarborough, 
for  twelve  months.  Both  of  them  declined  the  appointmenta 
thus  tendered.  The  former  because  he  had  engaged  as  principal 
of  a  classical  school,  and  the  latter  on  account  of  the  distance 
between  the  two  stations,  and  the  consequent  inconvenience  of 
supplying  tliem. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  board,  held  on  the  12th  of  January  last, 
Elder  Aaron  Jones  was  appointed  as  their  chairman,  in  place  of 
Eld.  Arch.  McDowell,  removed  to  Raleigh,  and  at  the  same  time 
they  agreed  to  appropriate  fifty  dollars,  to  enable  the  newly  con- 
stituted church  in  Hillsborough,  to  sustain  their  pastor  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

At  their  meeting  on  the  26ih  of  June  last.  Elder  L.  C.  Hinton, 
of  Chester,  S.  C,  was  appointed  to  preach  in  the  town  of  Char- 
lotte, N.  C,  one  Sabbath  in  each  month,  or  oftener  if  his  con- 
venience permitted.  The  board  have  not  heard  officially  from 
bim,  but  trom  other  sources  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  he 
did  accept  the  appointment. 

At  our  last  meeting.  Elder  Robert  B.  Jones,  who  has  been  act- 
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Ing  as  missionary  of  the  board  for  several  years  with  great  effi- 
ciency, having  signified  liis  willingness  to  preach  in  tliat  place 
two  Sabbaths  in  the  month,  and  stated  that  he  was  about  to 
settle  in  its  vicinity,  they  have  given  him  an  appointment  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  we  are  much  gratified  in  being  enabled  to  ob- 
tain his  valuable  services,  in  so  important  a  position.  It  was  the 
purpose  of  the  board  to  connect  Charlotte  and  Salisbury  with 
one  appointment,  as  by  the  Centra!  Railroad,  they  will  S'  on  be 
in  a  VLiy  few  hours  travel  of  each  other;  but  having  supplied 
the  former  place,  the  latter  can  now  be  connected  either  with  the 
town  of  Concord  or  Greensboro',  both  important  stations.  The 
Beulali  Association  agreed  to  unite  with  the  board  in  sustaining 
a  missionary  at  the  latter  place. 

At  the  same  meeting  a  resolution  was  passed  requesting  the 
chairman  of  the  board  to  issue  a  circular  through  the  columns  of 
the  Recorder,  requesting  the  pastors  and  deacons  of  all  the  Bap- 
tist cliurciies  throughout  the  bounds  of  the  Convention,  to  ex- 
plain and  enforce  the  objects  of  the  Convention,  and  to  take  up 
a  public  collection  in  aid  of  its  funds  at  their  monthly  meeting 
in  the  month  of  August,  which  circular,  has  appeared  in  that 
paper.  How  far  this  reasonable  and  proper  request,  has  been 
attended  to,  the  board  have  not  the  means  of  ascertaining  at  this 
time;  they  fear,  however,  that  like  similar  appeals,  heretofore 
made,  it  has  remained  unheeded.  That  pastors  of  churches,  who 
have  had  such  manifest  evidence  of  the  benefits  conferred  on 
their  denomination  through  the  medium  of  the  Convention  should 
be  so  inditferent  to  its  interest,  is  hard  to  reconcile  with  their  pro- 
fessions of  zeal  in  the  cause  of  Zion ;  and  is  to  the  board  a  source 
of  deepest  regret.  Our  churches,  though  professing  one  faith, 
and  acknowledging  but  one  baptism,  are  independent  of  each 
other,  and  free  from  the  control  of  every  ecclesiastical  o'ganiza- 
tion ;  they  can,  therefore,  only  be  reached  through  the  medium 
of  appeals  to  their  sense  of  duty  and  obligation  to  the  cause  of 
Christ,  which  ought  with  true  Christians,  to  have  more  force,  than 
the  edicts  of  popes,  bishops,  or  any  other  hierarchy.  If  Baptists 
would  but  be  true  to  themselves,  and  united  in  the  great  cause 
of  missions,  education,  the  dissemination  of  useful  books,  and 
tracts,  and  act  with  that  energy  and  independence  which  the  dig- 
nity of  our  position  should  inspire,  there  is  no  telling  what  we 
might  not  accomplish.  Noble  results  will  most  surely  follow 
united,  zealous,  and  self-sacrificing  action. 

The  fotegoing  comprise*  the  action  of  the  Board  in  regard  to 
domestic  missions.  Their  efforts  to  obtain  the  co-operation  of  the 
different  associations  in  this  enterprise,  has  only  been  partialis 
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successful.  The  Beulah  association  has,  for  several  years,  re- 
commended their  missiunaries  for  appointment  by  ihe  Board, 
and  provided  for  their  support;  and  recently  the  Chowan  asso- 
ciation has  agreed  to  pur&ue  a  like  course,  and  the  Board  expect 
much  aid  from  tliat  large  and  respectahle  body.  When  all  the 
associations  shall,  as  we  fondly  anticipate,  at  no  distant  day,  unit© 
with  the  Convention  in  iis  Home  Mission  effort-*,  we  shall  then 
be  enabled  to  act  more  efficiently,  and  the  annual  report  of  the 
Board  will  exhibit  in  one  view  the  extent  and  results  of  our  Do- 
mestic Missionary  operations  throughout  the  State,  and  ihd 
amounts  annually  contributed  to  that  object. 

It  has  been  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Board,  since  its  location 
in  Milton,  that  one  or  more  missionaries  fhould  be  employed  to 
travel  within  the  bounds  of  each  association  ;  and  the  reason  why 
this  important  oljject  has  not  been  effected,  is  the  want  of  pf-cu- 
niar\  means,  and  the  difficulty  of  procuring  the  services  of  suita- 
ble ministers.  With  the  co-operation  of  each  of  the  associations, 
each  of  whom  is  amply  able,  if  they  would  but  will  it,  to  employ 
and  support  a  missionary  to  labor  in  the  r  midst,  this  desirabl* 
end  could  be  effected.  Besides  the  good  which  would  be  accom- 
plished in  supplying  destitute  towns  and  neighborhoods  with  the 
preached  gospel,  it  would  form  a  bond  of  union  and  concert  be- 
tween the  different  churches  most  beneficial  in  its  character  and 
be  the  means  of  building  up  many  new  churches,  thus  giving 
strength  and  efficiency  to  the  associations  The  system  of  Col- 
porteurage  recommended,  and  now  being  carried  out  by  the  N. 
C.  ]^ibl€  and  Baptist  Publication  Society,  by  which  a  Colporteur 
shall  be  employed  within  the  bounds  of  each  association,  will  do 
much  in  accomplishing  this  desirable  result. 

Home  Missions  is  the  foundation  of  every  other  benevolent  en- 
terprise, and  upon  its  i-uccess  der>ends  in  a  reat  degree  that  of 
Foreign  Missions  and  education.  When  our  people  shall  experi- 
ence in  their  own  hearts,  and  witness  around  them  the  beniga 
influfnces  and  blessings  of  the  religion  of  Christ,  then,  and  not 
till  then,  will  they  unanimou.-ly  desire  to  be  instrumental  in  rais- 
ing up,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  more  laborers  and  sending 
them  into  destitute  places  in  our  own  coun;ry,  and  into  heathen 
lands,  where  the  gospel  of  Christ  has  never  been  proclaimed,  and 
its  happy  influences  realized. 

FOREIGN    MISSIONS. 

On  the  subject  of  Foreign  Mi>sions,  the  Board  would  remark, 
that  the  contributions  of  the  churches  and  associations  have  been 
larger  than  thos3  given  for  Domestic  Missions,  owing  to  the  con- 
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tiguity  of  our  Slate  to  the  city  of  Richraond,  at  which  place  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  ia 
located.  Tiie  agents,  or  members  of  that  Board  frequently  visit 
the  annual  meetings  of  our  associations,  and  make  successful  ap- 
peals in  its  behalf.  The  Chowan,  Raleigh  and  Beulah  associa- 
tions, have  contributed  liberally  in  aid  of  this  important  cause; 
while  a  good  portion  of  tlie  amounts  sent  up  to  the  Convention 
is  also  applied  to  the  Foreign  Mission  funds.  Neither  the  For- 
eign, nor  Home  Mission  Boards  have  of  la  e  had  a  regular  agent 
travelling  in  our  State,  and  this  accounts  for  the  fact  that  so  lit- 
tle is  contributed  from  N.  C.  to  the  objects  of  the  Southern  Con- 
vention. The  Convention  having  at  a  former  session  passed  a 
resolution  requesting  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  at  Richmond 
not  to  appoint  an  agent  to  operate  in  this  Stale,  without  the  con- 
sent, or  approbation  of  its  Board.  The  Secretary  received  in  the 
month  of  June  last  a  letter  from  Rev.  A.  M.  Poindexter,  one  of 
the  Secretaries  of  that  Board  in  reference  to  their  pecuniary  wants 
at  this  time  and  desiring  our  Board  to  recommend  a  suitable 
agent  for  the  State.  The  Secretary,  in  reply  was  directed  to  in- 
form him  that  while  we  could  not  recommend  any  particular  in- 
dividual, the  Board  would  be  willing  that  an  agent  should  be  ap- 
pointed subject  to  their  approval  as  indicated  by  the  Convention. 
As  yet,  however,  they  have  not  been  advised  of  the  appomtment 
of  such  an  agent.  If  it  should  be  the  purpose  of  the  Board  in 
Richmond  to  appoint  and  keep  an  agent  in  the  field  to  travel  in 
this  State,  the  Board  would  then  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
duties  of  the  general  agent  of  the  Convention  be  confined  to  rais- 
ing funds  in  behalf  of  Domestic  Missions  and  Education.  We 
agree  wit.h  the  present  worthy  and  eflicient  agent,  that  by  re- 
stricting his  duties  to  one,  or  at  most  two  objects.  Home  Missions 
and  Education  (which  seem  to  be  intimately  connected)  much 
more  will  be  etiected,  and  the  Foreign  Mission  cause  indirectly 
promoted.  While  new  fields  of  labor  are  being  in  the  Provi- 
dence of  God  opened  in  different  heathen  countries  for  the  spread 
of  the  gospel.  The  Foreign  Mission  Board  complain  of  a  want 
of  means  to  sustain  mi.=sionaries  to  go  and  occupy  them.  Their 
expenditures  even  now  with  the  small  number  in  their  employ 
exceed  their  receipts,  and  they  are  therefore  cramped  in  their 
operations.  The  Board  indulge  the  hope  that  the  appeal  now 
being  made  in  the  Southern  and  Southwestern  States  to  raise  the 
sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  five  thousand  of  which  shall  be 
from  North  Carolina  will  be  successful.  Their  missions  in  China, 
Southern,  and  central  Africa  need  a  large  accession  of  ministers, 
and  co-workers,  and  nothing  but  their  present  limited  means  pre- 
vents their  employments. 
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EDUCATION. 

In  tliis  good  and  great  cause  tlie  board  with  mingled  feelings 
of  gratification  and  gratilude,  can  say,  tliat  it  is  advancing  even 
beyond  their  most  sanguine  expectations.  Wake  Forest  Col' 
lege,  tliougb  it  has  of  late  been  deprived  of  the  services  of  a 
regular  president,  is  still  gaining  on  the  public  confidence,  and 
also  increasing  in  strength  and  efficiency.  It  has  an  able,  faith- 
ful and  devoted  faculty,  and  its  endowment  fund  is  gradually, 
but  surely  increasing.  With  the  aid  of  a  suitable  pieff.ident,  who 
will  doubtless  soon  be  selected,  there  is  nothing  to  hinder  its  pro- 
gress to  that  consumation  desired  by  its  devoted  and  ardent 
friends. 

There  is  yet  remaining  unpaid,  a  portion  of  the  debt  due  to 
the  Literary  Fund  of  the  Stale.  Although  subscriptions  were 
made  to  liquidate  the  whole  amount ;  yet  from  change  of  cir- 
cumstances, and  delay  in  their  collections,  a  portion  will  not  bo 
realized,  and  therefore,  additional  subscriptions  will  be  required. 
As  the  full  amount,  or  more  of  the  principal  of  the  State  debt 
has  been  paid,  and  what  is  now  due  is  on  account  of  interest ;  the: 
board  think  that  in  view  of  the  aid  which  has  been  given  by  the 
College.to  the  cause  of  Education  throughout  the  State,  that  it 
would  not  be  asking  too  much  of  the  ensuing  Legif^lature  to  re- 
lease the  College  from  the  remainder  of  the  amount  due.  Other 
States  have  made  liberal  donations  to  all  of  their  incorporated 
colleges,.and  there  is  no  reason  why  North  Carolina,  with  a  largo- 
literary  fund  should  not  do  the  same. 

The  endowment  fund  raised  by  subscriptions,  amounts  now  to 
upwards  of  forty-two  thousand  dollars,  and  the  amount  of  lega- 
cies given  to  aid  in  the  education  of  young  ministers  will,  when 
fully  realized,  probably  exceed  ten  thousand  more.  It  is  hoped, 
that  the  contemplated  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  as  an 
endowment  fund,  will  soon  be  obtaineil,  and  we  trust  that  the 
example  of  several  of  its  friends  in  funding  in  the  final  disposi- 
tion of  their  estates,  something  in  aid  of  the  College  will  not  be 
lost  sight  of  by  those  who  are  now  living,  and  have  the  mean* 
of  doing  likewise. 

There  are  quite  a  number  of  our  brethren  and  sisters  who  are 
blessed  with  an  abundance  of  treasures  of  this  world,  and  some 
of  them  have  no  immediate  heirs  dependant  on  them,  or  their 
bounty,  who  might  each  endow  a  professorship,  which  should 
perpetuate  their  names  and  memories  for  all  time  to  come,  and 
still  leave  liberal  legacies  for  their  collateral  relations,  and  favor- 
ites. With  the  aid  of  such  friends  there  is  no  estimating  the 
extent  of  usefulness  our  college  may  obtain,  or  the  good  it  majp 
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accomplish,  when  thus  provided  for  its  endowment.  The  board 
indulge  the  fond  hope  that  this  matter  will  not  be  lost  sight  ot. 
The  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  that  preparatory 
schools  shall  be  established  within  the  bounds  of  each  Associa- 
tion  through  the  agency  of  its  members  is,  we  are  gratified  to 
learn,  being  carried  out.  The  Chowan,  Raleigh,  Sandy  Creek, 
Beulah,  Union  and  Tar  River  Associations,  have  each  adopted 
measures,  having  this  object  in  view,  and  one  or  more  of  these 
schools  is  now  in  successful  operation.  We  trust  every  Associa- 
tion will  soon  have  its  school,  which  will  operate  as  nurseries  for 
the  College,  and  thus  be  the  means  of  greatly  augmenting  the 
number  of  its  students. 

There  are  now  at  the  College  three  beneficiaries.  In  view  of 
the  great  destitution  of  ministers  in  this  State,  and  wants  for  the 
foreign  field,  the  board  would  most  gladly  see  this  number  great- 
ly increased.  Every  Association,  and  many  churches  might  well 
sustain  one  or  more  beneficiaries,  and  in  return  for  this  small  sac- 
rifice they  would  reap  a  rich  benefit  in  the  way  of  able  and  effi- 
cient mmisters.  The  board  are  gratified  to  state  ihat  the  report 
of  the  faculty  of  the  College,  in  regard  to  the  moral,  religious, 
and  literary  standing  of  the  present  beneficiaries  is  highly  favora*- 
ble,  and  when  they  shall  go  forth  from  its  precincts,  they  anticipate 
from  their  labors  abundant  good.  A  Theological  department,  ia 
connection  with  the  College  is  much  to  be  desired,  and  will  ere 
long  be  found  to  be  a  necessary  appendage.  Even  now  it  i« 
much  needed  in  connection  with  the  education  department  of  the 
Convention. 

In  regard  to  the  Female  schools  and  colleges,  the  board  would 
remark  that  the  Chowan  Female  Collegiate  Inst'tute,  located  at 
Murfreesborough,  and  the  Oxford  Female  College,  located  at 
Oxford,  are  both  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  former  has  a 
large  and  abli  corps  of  professors,  and  is  extensively  patronized, 
both  by  this  State  and  Virginia.  Under  the  administration  of 
its  present  distinguished  president,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hooper,  and  the 
facilities  there  afibrded,  in  their  extensive  philosophical  and  chem- 
ical apparatus,  it  now  ranks  inferior  to  no  institution  in  the  south- 
ern country. 

Oxford  Female  College  is  yet  in  its  infancy,  but  is  gradually 
growing  in  the  public  esteem  and  confidence.  Its  location  is  one 
every  way  desirable,  and  with  its  able  and  efficient  instructors,  and 
its  increasing  patronage  it  will  ere  long  rank  among  the  best  in- 
stitutions of  the  land,  and  become  the  rallying  point  of  the  Bap- 
tist in  the  upper  region  of  the  State  for  the  education  of  their 
daughters.    It  needs  an  efficient  agent  to  collect  funds  to  enlarge 
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its  buildings  and  supply  it  with  additional  apparatus  and  a  library. 

The  Metropolitan  Female  Seminary  at  Raleigh,  under  the  di- 
rection of  ihe  Rev.  A.  McDowell,  A,  M.,  was  established  in  th« 
month  of  January  last,  and  now  has  a  large  number  of  pupils, 
and  is  destined  to  become,  under  his  able  management,  an  impor- 
tant school.  Located  at  the  seat  of  government,  it  will  exercise 
an  important  influence  in  this  State. 

Tliere  are  other  Female  Schools  now  in  successful  operation 
under  the  patronage  of  Baptist  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  all 
being  Avell  sustained,  and  the  Board  are  grati6ed  to  state  that 
our  brethren,  hitherto  in  the  back  ground  in  the  way  of  Female 
education  are  now  about  taking  the  lead  in  promotion  of  this 
noble  cause,  destined  to  exert  an  influence  in  behalf  of  our  de- 
nomination salutary  and  lasting  in  its  character. 

PUBLICATIOX. 

The  Biblical  Recorder,  esteemed  the  organ  of  our  church  in 
N.  C,  has  for  the  past  year  been  under  the  direction  of  Rev,  J. 
J.  James,  who  gives  promise  of  great  usefulness  as  a  religious  Edi- 
tor. The  Baptist  of  N.  C.  have  reason  of  congratulation  in  hav-, 
ing  such  an  organ  of  their  principles,  and  benevolent  operations, 
and  the  Board  trust  that  it  will,  as  its  increasing  patronage  indi- 
cates, be  amply  sustained. 

The  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Journal,  published  in  the  city  of 
Richmond,  by  the  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  is 
an  entertaining  journal,  and  as  the  medium  of  communicating 
the  operations  of  these  two  Boards,  and  their  results  cannot 
otherwise  than  prove  highly  interesting  and  instructive,  and 
should  therefore  be  liberally  patronized.  The  small  amount  re- 
quired to  obtain  it,  places  it  in  the  reach  of  every  member  of  our 
churches. 

We  learn  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Bible  and  Publication 
Society,  to  establish  a  depository  in  Raleigh  as  soon  as  their  in- 
creasing means  will  justify  it.  We  look  to  that  as  an  object 
mtjch  to  be  desired,  and  anticipate  from  it  the  best  results.  The 
experienceof  our  brethren  in  Virginia,  in  having  such  an  estab- 
lishment in  the  city  of  Richmond,  has  fully  tested  its  great  utility 
and  advantage. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  remark  that  since  the  location  of  the 
Board  in  Milton,  we  have  endeavored  to  discharge  with  fidelity 
all  the  duties  incumbent  upon  us,  with  an  anxious  regard  for  the 
welfare  of  the  Convention,  and  the  important  interest  it  was  estab- 
lished to  subserve.  Our  meetings  have  been  held  with  regularity, 
and  communications  addressed  to  them  have  received  prompt  at- 
tention.    It  is  thought  by  many  that  a  more  central  location  for 
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the  Board  would  be  mare  convenient  as  well  as  more  conducive 
to  the  objects  of  the  Convention.  While  therefore  the  members 
of  the  Bjard  are  willing  cheerfully  to  perform  any  duty  confided 
in  them,  they  will  most  readily  yield  to  the  opinions  of  those  who 
may  think  a  change  necessary.  Raleigh,  the  seat  of  our  State 
Government,  and  the  place  of  publication  of  our  denominational 
organ  would  seem,  all  things  considered,  to  be  the  proper  place 
for  the  future  establishment  of  the  Board,  and  it  is  hoped,  that 
if  it  is  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention  to  locate  it  at  that  place, 
the  brethren  there  will  be  found  active  and  efficient  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  miportant  duties  imposed  on  them,  and  that  the 
great  cause  in  which  we  are  engaged  will  not  suffer  by  the 
change. 

With  our  prayers  that  your  deliberations  may  receive  the  Di- 
vine blessing,  aud  result  in  great  good,  we  submit  into  your 
hands  the  important  trust  contiiled  to  us.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF   THE 

BAPTIST    STATE    CONVENTION. 

Article  1.  This  Institution  shall  be  called  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

Art.  2.  The  primary  objects  of  this  Convention  shall  be  the 
education  of  young  men  called  of  God  to  the  ministry,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  churches  to  which  they  respectively  belong ;  the 
employment  of  missionaries  within  the  limits  of  the  State;  and  a 
co-operation  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  the  pro- 
motion of  missions  in  general. 

Art.  3.  The  funds  devoted  to  these  objects  shall  be  kept  dis- 
tinct from  each  other,  and  punctually  appropriated,  agreeably  to 
the  specific  intention  of  contributors. 

Art.  4.  This  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  such  individu- 
als and  delegates  from  such  institutions  as  shall  make  adequate 
contributions  to  its  funds. 

Art.  5.  Every  Association  or  individual  shall  be  entitled  to 
send  to  the  Convention  one  delegate,  who  sh;ill  be  a  member  of 
the  Baptist  Church,  for  every  ten  dollars  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

Art.  6.  Any  regular  member  of  the  Baptist  church,  by  contri- 
buting at  one  time,  the  amount  of  thirty  dollars  to  the  funds  of 
the  Convention,  may  become  a  life  member,  provided  he  or  she 
continues  a  member  in  good  standing  in  the  Baptist  church  to 
which  he  or  she  belongs.  Also,  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars  at  one  time  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  upon  the  same  conditions. 

Art.  Y.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  to  be  elected  annually 
shall  be  a  President,  three  Vice  Presidents,  a  Corresponding  and 
Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  an  Auditor,  who,  with  twen 
ty  others,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Managers,  five  of  whom 
shall  form  a  quorum. 

Art.  8.  It.shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Convention  and  Board,  that  of  the  Vice  Presi- 
dents, to  preside  in  case  of  his  absence,  according  to  seniority. —

The  Secretaries  shall  be  required  to  discharge  the  duties  appro- 
priate to  thfir  respective  offices.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  the 
funds  of  the  Convention,  to  he  subject  to  the  order  ot  the  Board; 
ehall  give  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty,  and  shall 
make  an  annual  report  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  which 
shall  be  audited  and  published  with  the  minutes.  The  duty  of 
the  Auditor  will  be  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  9.  The  "Board  of  Managei-s  shall  meet  quarterly  or  often- 
er,  at  such  time  and  plape  as  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  desig- 
nate; when  ihey  shall  adopt  such  measures  as  shall  best  t.  nd  to 
carry  into  eflect  the  objects  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  10.  There  shall  be  an  adequate  number  of  Agents,  subject 
to  the  direction  of  the  Convention  or  its  Board,  whose  duly  it 
shall  be  to  visit  Associations,  churches,  &c.,  and  endeavor  to  se- 
cure their  co-operation  with  this  Institution,  conformably  to  tho 
provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  11.  The  Convention  t-hall  hold  its  meetings  annually,  at 
6uch  time  and  place  as  it  shall  direct. 

Art.  12.  The  Convention  shall  require  of  its  Board  a  full  re- 
port of  all  their  proceedings  at  each  annual  meeting.  _ 

Art.  13.  Any  alteration  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  at 
any  annual  meeting,  witli  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present.  , 

Explanatory  resolution  passed  by  the  Convention  in  Fayette, 
ville,  October  16th,  1854:  .      . 

Resolved,  That  the  4th  and  5th  articles  of  the  Constitution  be 
BO  constiued  as  to  allow  :be  different  Associations  to  repr(sentin 
this  body  upon  funds  expended  within  their  own  bounds,  foi;  the 
objects  of  the  Convention,  on  condition  that  the  Board  ot  tho 
Convention  be  allowed  to  confirm  the  appointment  of  their  mis- 
sioiiarios,  and  a  regular  correspondence  be  kept  up  betwfcn  tho 
B<  aids  of  the  Associations  and  the  l-.oaid  of  the  Convention;  and 
that  they  report  their  funds  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  at 
each  annual  session. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  Every  meetinf;  for  busiiuss  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by 
prayer,  either  by  the  presiding  officer,  or  someone  whom  he  shall 
app;  int. 

2.  Every  speaker  shall  rise  and  address  the  President  on  nny 
subject  to  be  discussed. 

3.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  unless  seconded ;  and  no  nieni- 
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ber  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  motion,  without 
special  leave  of  the  Convention. 

4.  The  President  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot.  The  other  officers 
in  any  way  the  Conveniion  may  direct,  but  not  necessarily  from 
among  the  members. 

5.  Every  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  living  voice,  unless 
otherwise  directed. 

6.  During  the  hours  of  business,  all  private  conversation,  walk> 
ing  across,  or  out  of  the  house,  without  permission  of  the  Presi- 
dent first  obtained,  shall  be  deemed  a  breach  of  order. 

7.  The  names  of  members  shall  be  called  each  day  previous  to 
proceeding  to  business, 

8.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  signed  by  the 
mover,  and  handed  to  the  Chair  or  Secretary,  before  debated. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  lay 
on  the  table,  or  to  amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have  pre- 
cedence in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged.  But  no  mo- 
tion or  proposition  on  a  subject  ditferent  from  that  imder  consid- 
eration, shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

10.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the 
affirmative  or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who 
Toted  in  the  majority  to  move  for  re-consideration  thereof  on  the 
same  day. 

11.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  is  objected 
to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

12.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
Conveniion,  unless  he  has  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

13.  All  questions  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Constitution, 
ihall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

14.  Should  the  presiding  officer  fail  to  enforce  the  foregoing 
regulations,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  xmtrue  to  his  trust,  and  shall 
be  liable  to  be  reminded  of  his  duty  by  any  member  present. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF    THE 

N.  C.  BAPTIST  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 

Article  1.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  the  North  Car- 
olina Baptist  Education  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  aid  in  raising  a 
fund  for  the  endowment  of  Wake  Forest  College  and  the  promo- 
tion of  the  cause  of  Education,  particularly  among  the  Baptist 
denomination  in  this  State. 

Art.  3.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  tbreo 
Vice  Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  who  with  n 
board  of  twenty  other  individuals,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of 
Managers,  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Society  in  the  intervals 
of  its  meetings;  and  they  shall  be  annually  appointed. 

Art.  4.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  located  at  Wake 
Forest  College,  but  may  adjourn  to  meet  at  other  places.  Five 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

Art.  5.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  annual  meetings  with  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  an  extra  meeting 
at  each  annual  Commencement  of  Wake  Forest  College,  and  the 
President  or  two  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  have  power  to  call 
other  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Art.  G.  Any  person  by  the  contribution  of  one  dollar  annually 
may  become  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  by  the  contribution  of 
twenty  dollars  or  more  become  a  Life  Member  of  the  Society. 

Art.  Y.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  some  one  or 
more  competent  individuals  shall  be  appointed  to  address  the  So- 
ciety at  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  at  the  meeting  at  Wake 
Forest  College  some  one  shall  likewise  be  appointed  to  address 
the  Society  at  its  next  meeting  at  that  place,  and  the  President 
or  Board  of  Managers  make  other  appointments  or  fill  the  places 
of  those  that  decline. 

Art.  8.  The  Society  or  the  Board  of  Managers  may  appoint 
one  or  more  Agents  and  fix  their  compensation,  and  give  them 
the  necessary  instructions. 

Art.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  safely  keep  the  funds  of  the  So- 
ciety and  disburse  them  and  invest  them  as  the  Society  or  Board 
of  Managers  may  direct,  and  shall  annually  or  oftener  as  they 
may  direct,  make  a  full  report  of  the  state  of  the  finances  in  hb 
hands  or  that  may  be  invested. 
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Art.  10.  The  Bylaws  and  Rules  of  Decorum  adopted  by  the 
Convention  shall  govern  the  Society  so  far  as  they  are  applicable. 

Art.  11.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  senior  Vice 
President,  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society ;  and  if 
neither  be  present,  the  Society  shall  appoint  a  President  ;9ra 
tempore. 

Art.  12.  In  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  Presi- 
dent or  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  shall  preside;  and  if  neither 
be  present,  they  shall  appoint  a  chairman. 

Art.  13.  The  foregoing  Constitution  maybe  altered  or  amend- 
ed by  a  vote  of  two;thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual 
meeting.

Article  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina 
Bible  and  Baptist  Publication  Society,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the 
Southern  Baptist  Pubh'cation  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  objects  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  extend  the  cir- 
culation of  the  Word  of  God,  and  of  reli<;ious  books  and  publi- 
cations, published  under  the  patronage  of  our  denomination. — 
Also  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  Sabbath  Schools  and 
Sabbath  School  Libraries. 

Art.  3.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three 
Vice  Presidents,  Corresponding  and  Piecording  Secretaries,  Trea- 
surer, Auditor  and  Depository  Agent,  who  ehall  be  elected  or 
appointed  annually. 

Art.  4.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  with 
the  North  Carolina  Baptist  "State  Convention.  Intermediate 
meetings  of  the  Society,  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  two 
of  the  V:ce  Presidents. 

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society  by 
the  payment  of  one  dollar  annually — by  the  payment  of  ten  dol- 
lars at  one  time,  a  Life  Member — and  by  the  payment  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  by  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  a  Life  Director, 
and  each  Baptist  church  or  auxiliary  Society  shall  be  ei, titled  to 
a  delegation  in  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Society,  for  every 
three  dollars  sent  up.
